As  our  schools  are  still  in  session  we  are  unable  to  give  a 
complete  report  of  the  year's  work.  The  schools  throughout  the 
year  have  made  good  progreas,  and  we  have  'nothing  but  praise  to 
say  for  our  teachers,  each  one  of  whom  we  think  has  tried  hard  to 
do  what  was  for  the  best  interest  of  the  schools. 

The  school  at  the  Centre  has  been  taught  the  entire  year 
by  Miss  Blanche  M.  Dame  of  this  town.  The  Upper  Village 
school  was  taught  the  first  term  by  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Sawyer  of 
Kensington.  She  resigned  at  the  close  of  the  term  because  of  ill 
health,  and  Miss  Julia  A.  Floyd  of  this  town  was  secured  for  the 
school.  Miss  Floyd  resigned  at  the  Christmas  vacation,  as  she 
wished  to  take  a  course  of  study  in  music,  and  Roscoe  F.  Swain 
took  her  place  as  teacher.  At  the  Peak,  Miss  Ethel  D.  Evans  has 
had  charge  of  the  school  dui  ing  the  year. 

There  has  been  quite  a  good  deal  of  misunderstanding  about 
the  closing  of  the  schools,  but  we  hope  this  has  been  adjusted  so 
that  al!  the  schools  will  have  an  equal  number  of  weeks  for  the 
school  /ear.
